SUBJECT:    Announcement  ESC  733  for  the  Purchase  of  Evaporated  Milk 

Announcement  ESC  733,   copy  of  which  is  attached,   supersedes  Announcement  ESC  598 
sjid  dea-ls  with  the  procedure  to  l?e  followed  in  offering  evaporated  milk  to  the 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  making  delivery  of  the  product 
accepted. 

Several  important  changes  are  contained  in  this  announcement  and  they  should  be 
carefully  noted  "by  each  sampler.     These  changes  include  the  following: 

1.  Offers  may  "be  submitted  so  as  to  he  received  by  10  a.m.  (SWT)  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Tuesda-ys  of  each  month  until  further  notice. 

2.  Offers  may  be  submitted  for  any  quantity  in  multiples  of  maximum 
carloads.  No  tolerance  will  be  permitted,  upon  delivery,  in  the 
accepted  qu£intity. 

3.  Offers  shall  state  the  date  on  v;hich  each  lot  of  milk  will  be 
ready  for  delivery. 

4.  The  milk  offered  will  be  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  vendor. 
Such  request  sha.ll  be  made  in  ample  time  to  alloTi;  inspection  to 
be  completed  prior  to  date  of  delivery. 

5.  Cases  shall  m.eet  the  specifications  as  described  in  the  attached 
form  ESC  1539-c,   except  that  cases  shall  not  be  double- strapped 
for  export. 

5.    Delivery  of  the  evaporated  milk  accepted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  announcement  will  be  taken  by  the  E.S.C.C.  at 
its  option  within  20  days  after  the  date  or  dates  specified  in 
the  offer  as  the  date  or  dates  of  delivery. 

Acceptpjices,  under  this  announcement,  will  be  mcade  only  twice  each  month  rather 
than  each  v;eek  o.s  was  done  on  previous  announcements.     Also  note  that  all 
acceptances  on  this  anno-uncement  will  state  the  delivery  date  a.nd  not  the  date 
when  the  product  will  be  available  for  s^mling.    All  milk  accepted  shall  be 
inspected  prior  to  the  delivery  date  as  specified  in  the  offer.     The  inspection 
shall  include  the  sampling  and  laboratory  analysis.     The  only  exception  to  this, 
as  stated  in  the  announcement,   is  that  the  vendor  may,  upon  receipt  of  shipping 
instructions,  load  and  ship  the  product  after  sampling  but  before  completion  of 
the  inspection;  provided,  however,   that  the  vendor  shall  be  responsible  for  any 
carlot  of  milk  not  meeting  the  requirements. 

We  suggest  that  you  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  vendors  the  paragraph  headed 
"BTSPECTIOW"  which  specifies  that  the  milk  will  be  sampled  at  the  request  of  the 


vendor  and  that  such  req_uest  shall  be  made  in  aimpl e  time  to  alloi;  the  inspection 
to  "be  completed  prior  to  date  of  delivery.     The  time  to  allow  f-ir  inspection 
should  include  sufficient  time  to  have  the  sampling  made,   shipoing  of  samples  to 
the  lalDoratory,  the  grading  and  issuing  of  the  grading  certificate.     In  no  case 
is  milk  to  "he  sampled  a.ft'er  the  delivery  date  specified  in  the  offer  without 
vrritten  api^roval  that  it  will  "be  acceptahle  to  the  F.S.C.C.     The  responsibility 
of  requesting  inspection  in  ajiiple  time  so  that  inspection  may  "be  completed  prior 
to  delivery  date  rests  I'/ith  the  contractor. 

The  samples  taken  for  laboratory  examination  should  either  "be  expressed  by  the 
samplers  or  should  be  sealed  and  stamped  with  an  official  stamp  in  such  a  m.anner 
that  they  cannot  be  tfteipered  with  and  be  expressed  by  the  contractor.
